It  is  important  m 
re  peel  to  the  adjacent  coiuinents  ami  islands.  It 
central  ;  and  from  it  heralds  ul  salvation  may  go 
to  the  tribe.-,  and  iv.itiuns  in  the  mn-tli-vvesiern  and 
w  estern  parts  nt  America,  in  tbe  north  eastern  and  j 
eastern  jiarts  of  Asia,  andoii  llie  numerous  island,  j 
of  the  Facilic.  Sli  uild  Divine  Fiovidenci:  bless

The  separation  ol  the  Colonies  ol  this  Continent 
from  the  Mother  Stales  of  Lurope,  and  the  rapid 
progress  among  them  ot  Knovvkdge  and  Libert), 
are  opening  a  way  for  the  ihilnsion  ot  Ctiiistian 
Fruth  and  all  its  attendant  blessir.gs,  beyond  any 
expecia'ion  that  llie  niost  aitkiil  miiui  coukl,  a 
lew  years  since,  have  reasonablv  formed.  From 
C()lombi:t  to  Patagonia,  thiough  the  whole  extent 
of  tins  immense  Continent,  covered  until  these 
days  as  with  the  shadow  ol  d(.ath,  the  gtrm  ol  in- 
telecluul  and  moral  life  is  beginning  to  expand. — 
AAT- adore,  in  grateful  surprise,  ibe  vvoikmgot  the 
Almiglity  Hand  'm  prepieiing  thc.se  vast  regions 
teir  a  participation  in  those  blessings  which  shall 
assuredly  come  on  lh«  wliole  world. 

'Fne  provision  made  by  the  lisiiig  Stales  of  this 
Quarter  of  the  Globe  for  st curing  General  Educa¬ 
tion  and  for  the  gradual  Abolition  ot  Slavery,  are 
at  once,  strong  indications  of  improving  know¬ 
ledge  and  principles,  arul  among  the  best  means  to 
confirm  and  extend  such  improvement.  On  thi.^ 
last  subject,  the  Abolition  of  Slavery,  we  quote, 
with  much  pleasure,  a  pao-sage  from  llie  last  Re¬ 
port  ol  ihe  African  Instiiulion  : — 

Throughout  the  \vliole  range  of  Spanish  Ameri- 
ca,  now  become  indep;;r.dent,  not  only  has  the 
Slave  Trade  been  eHi<luaily  prohibited,  but  the 
verv  incentive  lo  this  crime  has  been  removed,  by 
providing  for  the  early  and  gradual  Abolition  ot 
Slavery  itself.  All  [lersons  of  every  colour,  born 
subjects  of  the  Independent  States,  leave  been  de¬ 
clared  free  fnim  their  biilli.  And  whaiever  other 
Variations  may  appear  in  the  plan  of  the  Constitu¬ 
tions  to  be  adopud  by  the  stverae  Inde^jendent 
Governments,  all  have  agreed,  that  ditkrence  of 
colour  shall  not  produce  any  ditlcreiic^a  the  civil 
conrlition  ot  their  subjects. 

The  Christian  Societies  of  this  country  and  those 
of  the  United  Slates,  are  on  the  watch  lo  embrace 
every  opportunity  of  promoting  the  emancipation 
of  tbr»  CootinenG  not  only  from  the  letters  which

with  us.  Some  Negroes  avail  ihemst-lves  of  it, 
wlio  are  not  able  lo  tell  us  why  they  come;  anil 
who  do  not  sliow  the  smallest  trace  uf  that  know- 
leilge  of  themselves,  w  liich  would  make  them  seek 
siiiiitual  Comfort  or  advice.  But  we  admit  them 
all ;  and  improve  the  opportunity  to  make  them 
attentive  to  those  things  which  concern  the  salva¬ 
tion  of  their  souls,  as  we  find  that  frequently  lUfc 
Lord  grants  lo  our  word.-.  Mis  blessings.

Mr.  AA’ray  is  much  encouraged,  by  the  eounfe. 
iiaiicv  and  favour  of  the  Governor,  who  had  newly 
arrived.  'Fhe  Sunday  Morning  Congregations  h;<;d 
considerably  increased,  and  Communicants  were 
added.  'Flie  school  contained  from  7.  to  89,  and 
prospered  :  a  new  school  room,  to  contain  200, 
was  begun. 

File  Directors  give  the  following  view  of  the 
.Mission  :  — 

Nearly  the  whole  of  Mr.  Wray’.s  time  appears 
to  he  occupied  iii  communicating  religious  instruc¬ 
tion  ;  including  Ills  visits  to  the  cells  of  the  prison 
.ind  the  chambers  of  sickness,  wuh  his  uccasiunul 
ad(l.es*es  at  the  graves  of  the  dead.  Several 
more  fields  of  labour  have  been  opened  to  Mr. 
Wray  widtin  the  Colony,  among  which  are.  the 
Estates  of  the  Governor  and  the  Fi.->cal.  .Mr.  AVray 
pill  poses  visiting  the  C>)rentyn  Indians}  and  an 
;iiunipt  to  estahlisli  a  school  among  them,  loge- 
iher  with  oilier  means  of  religious  itistructton,  was 
III  contemplation. 

Fhe  improved  manners  and  behaviour  oftlte 
Negroes,  in  the  neighbourhood,  had  begun  lo  at¬ 
tract  commoii  observation.  Prejudices  against 
the  inst Miction  of  the  slave  population  are  subsid¬ 
ing  in  Bcrbice ;  and  a  great  change,  in  various 
resptct.s,  in  favour  of  the  Mission,  has  taken  place, 
Mr.  AVray,  indeed  is  ol  opinion,  that  ciiciunstan- 
ces  were  never  so  favourable  in  that  Colony,  for 
the  iiisti-uciion  of  the  ignorant  and  the  propagaUoa 
ol  Christianity  ,  as  they  are  at  present.

cepiion  truly  in  earnest  for  the  salvation  of  their 
souls  :  Bp  Ames  watched  over  that  society  with 
exiraordinary  faithfulness  and  diligence.

'Ehe  Imildiiig,  though  made  "’.th  hewed  logs, 
Iiids  fair  to  unite  ;>  c 'iisidcv.iblc  degree  of  neat¬ 
ness  with  eommo.riousne.s.s  ami  firmness  ;  when 
it  is  ('onsi  l.-i'ed  that  it  is  t'.ie  efi'ert  of  the  person¬ 
al  labour  of  a  handful  of  piou.s  men,  assisted  only 
by  the  voluntary  d'lnation  of  a  few  persons  in 
/.im-sville  in  the  art  <  les  of  glas.s  and  nails,  will, 
when  finished,  furnish  a  tlicmc  of  wonder  and 
jiraisc.  God  grant  tliat  this  wortliy  example  may 
he  in'it.itcd  by  others  m  like,  and  more  favoiirahle,

Ti;.ving  been  called  to  Zanesville  last  Fehruarv, 
by  tile  very  alarming  sickness  of  my  son,  I  hud  the 
gi  eat  satisfiictioii  of  administering  the  Holy  Siip- 
jjcr  ag.iin  to  the  ('ommunicaiits  of  tluit  parish  ;  all 
the  members  of  w  hich  seem  no'v  doublv  dear  lo 
me,  for  their  uncommon  kindness  shown  their 
minister  in  the  time  of  great  distress. 

Resides  my  duties  to  the  youth  in  (College  since 
in  Cincinnati,  I  have  deemed  it  incumbent  on  me 
to  assi.st  the  Rev.  Mr.  Johnston,  wlicnt'  er  in  mv 
])Owtr,  in  w  liatevcr  iiertaineth  to  the  administra¬ 
tion  of  the  word  and  sacranu-rits. 

I  cannot  close  this  account  of  ihe  vear  that  is 
past,  witliont  thus  publicly  acknowledging  the 
goodness  of  God  in  raising  me  tw  ice,  since  I  saw 


you,  from  very  great  and  dangerous  sickness. —

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M'hen  to  all  expectation  hrouglit  very  near  the 
eternal  world,  the  divine  hand  wa«  almost  vi.sible 
in  detaining  me.  '1  hat  this  niy  longer  continu¬ 
ance  among  you,  may  he  for  our  mutual  good  in 
this  world,  and  eternal  happiness  in  the  next,  1 
hi-g  you  to  join  your  prayers  with  those  ofyour 
afi'.  etionate  Rastor. 

Ry  tl'.e  foregoing  statement,  it  may  be  seen 
that,  in  this  dioccss,  during  the  last  year,  there 
have  been  confirmed  eighty-seven  persons.  Ttie- 
iiumhcr  baptized,  on  my  private  record,  is  thirtv 
six.  AVith  the  exception  of  one  or  tw  o  instances, 

I  have  noticed  a  considerable  increase  to  the 
Hoi)  rommnnion  and  a  growingzeal  for  religion. 
Mail)  pkices,  however,  by  reason  of  tlicir  remote 
and  destitute  condition,  arc  more  the  subject  of 
our  pra'  ers  than  of  our  congratulations. 

-As  Rresidciit  ot  the  .Missionary  Society,  under 
your  particular  patronage,  1  can  state  to  you  that 
all  the  means,  by  'vriting  and  entreaty  to  such  at 
the  c.ist"  ard  as  I  siqiposed  influeiilial  in  sending 
proper  clergymen  to  visit  and  build  up  our  vacant 
parishes,  ha\e  been  hitherto  unavailing.  \\  ith 
anguish  of  heart  inexpressible,  1  have  been  for¬ 
ced  to  see  the  field  cif  (lod’s  husbandry  lie  waste 
for  the  want  of  labourers.  Had  it  not  been  for 
tlie  extraordinary  exertions  of  the  fixed  Rreshy- 
ters,  in  seeking,  all  occasions,  often  to  the  great 
detriment  of  their  own  people,  of  travelling  even 
in  the  most  inclement  seasons,  in  pursuit  of  the 
scattered  sheep,  the  interest  of  the  Church,  in 
many  places,  must  have  expired.  Two  faithful 
itinerant  missionaries,  by  the  blessing  of  God, 
would  have  prevented  much  evil,  over  w’hich  we 
are  no'v  compelled  to  mourn  in  silence. 

Rut  instead  of  closing  this  address  w  ith  the  ex¬ 
hibition  of  the  melancholy  side  of  the  picture  be¬ 
fore  us,  let  us  thank  (»od  for  the  mercies  w  hich 
remain.  AVe  are  at  unity  and  love  among  our¬ 
selves -,  we  have  faith  in  the  Lord’s  goodness;

'Elie  Rev.  Samuel  Johnson  reports  to  the  Bi¬ 
shop  as  follo'vs  : 

The  congregation  which  1  .serve,  h.as,  "ithin 
the  past  'ear,  iiiercusetl  .soiiic  in  its  numbers, ami 
we  are  not  w  ilhout  hopes  in  spintu.al  knowledge 
and  pniclical  godliness.  Some  c.arc  and  painj 
have  been  taken  to  cultivate  this  portion  of  the 
Lord’s  vine)  ard.  It  has  been  hedged  and  prunn', 
and  "utered,  and  "atthed,  with  anxious  solici¬ 
tude  ;  and  our  he.irts  are  some.' hat  cheered  wiih 
the  prospect  of  fruit  unto  holiness. 

Catechetical  instruction  has  been  attended  to 
with  considcnihle  care  ;  and  the  iinpr.jvementand 
pious  deportment  of  a  portion  of  the  children  are 
.such  a.s  to  inspire  the  hope  that  they  may  ulti¬ 
mately  heconie  living  members  of  the  Church  of 
Christ. 

In  the  Sunday  School  attached  to  the  church 
arc  many  members  "  ho  exhibit  diligence  in  their 
tasks,  andappear  influenced  by  that,  “fear  of  the 
Lord  "  hicli  is  the  beginning  of  wTsdoni.”  To  the 
teachers,  onr  most  sincere  gratitude  is  due;  ami 
that  h'zart  nmst  he  a  stranger  to  prayer,  which 
cannot  invoke  t’ue  hles.sing  of  heaven  upon  per¬ 
sons,  who,  year  after  year,  continue  their  unwea¬ 
ried  exertions  in  this  unostentatious  labour  of  love. 
Their  services  niay  not  attrai't  the  C)  e  cif  the 
world,  but  “  (iod,  who  seelli  in  secret,  will  re¬ 
ward  them  openly.”  'Ehe  Eemale  Reiicvolent 
Society  still  continue  to  furnish  tlie  destitute  scho¬ 
lars  with  clothing. 

Since  my  residence  in  Cincinnati,  it  has  been 
customary  with  us  to  convene  weekly,  in  the 
winter  season  .at  priv;ite  houses,  .mil  in  tlie  sum¬ 
mer  ill  the  church,  for  the  purpo.ses  of  prayeranJ 
r».ligious  instruction.  Experience  has  confirmed 
me  ill  the  opinion,  that  tUe  measure  is  calculated 
to  eiilightcnthe  understanding's,  warm  the  hearts, 
and  increase  the  love  and  unity  of  (iod’s  people. 

Since  the  last  convention,  1  h-ive  officiiitcd 
twice  at  Columbus,  fi\c  times  at  Springfield, L'icJ 
at  Da)  ton,  once  at  Hamilton,  and  once  at  Worth- 
Wigton. 

Dnr  Missionary  Society  still  continnea  to  pre¬ 
serve  its  benevolent  olijccts  in  view  ;  and  its  nieiii- 
hers  long  to  hail  the  day  v.  hen  the  Miami  country 
.shall  he  favored  with  an  able  and  pious  missloiuiy, 
who,  with  the  divine  blessing',  shall  be  instrumen¬ 
tal  in  extending  the  boundavies  of  the  church.
